The United State must put “a 
little bit more effort” 
program of controlling hydro- 
gen bomb energy for peaceful 
purposes, United States Repre- 
sentative Melvin Price (Dem.), 
East St. said today.

The Highway Defeat 


. To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

‘I read with interest your editorial 
in. regard to the failure of the Con- 
gress to pass a highway program dur- 
ing the past season. 

As a member of the House Public 
Works Committee who took an active 
part in the defeat of both the Eisen- 
hower plan and the Fallon bill voted 
out of committee, I would like to call 
attention to several aspects of the 
controversy which you have over-

“'. Both plans would put all the ma- 
jor emphasjs on federal road con- 
struction on the interstate highway 
system, which currently carries only 
14 per cent of the nation’s traffic. 

‘Dissatisfaction with this procedure 
was evident in the Senate, which pro- 

__yided for an entirely different accel- 

» erated highway program. 

The Fallon bill recognized the 
weakness of the Eisenhower plan in 
its failure to step up the remainder 
of the federal aid program, but the 
$25,000,000 increase per year which 
was provided was very minor in con- 
trast with the vast interstate expendi- 
tures. 

The major opposition to the Fallon 

bill, at least among Democrats, was 
this unbalanced aid program com- 

’Pined with a tax program which 
“would have collected the greater part 
‘‘of the revenue from highway users 

who would have only indirectly bene- 

fitted. These influences had greater 
weight with the Congress than the 
trucking lobby. 

* °In addition, the Fallon bill ap- 
proach, as well as the Eisenhower 

_ plan, seemed to many of us to break 
ah important constitutional prece- 
aént. With minor exceptions, federal 
revenues are not earmarked, and all 
appropriations come out of general 
revenue. At first thought, linking 
taxes to any new expenditure may 
sdund like fiscal responsibility, but 
actually it could lead to governmental

Democratic congressional leaders 
are not going to accept the costly 
fiction of the Eisenhower plan, de- 
signed to get around the public debt 
limitation and to put more high-in- 
terest bonds on the market. 

If the Republican leadership will 
accept regular treasury bonds as the 
manner of meeting any deficit occa- 
sioned by highway spending, compro- 
mise highway legislation will be 
quickly approved in 1956.

Expectations as to the results of West German 
Chancellor Adenauer’s imminent visit te Mescow 
are much like the expectations om the eve of 
Geneva: hopeful but vague. Generally the West 
German press is saying that the visit is “a good 
thing,” but that it would be a mistake to “nurse 
false hopes.” Indeed Munich's influential Sued- 
deutsche Zeitung declares that the visit will be a 
success to the degree that “the problems of 
high-level politics are postponed for the time 
being.” 

Dr: Adenauer’s position has its difficulties. For 
example, he cannot afford to, acknowledge the 
independence of Red-controlled East Germany. 
Further, he does not wish to compromise his re- 
lations with the Western powers, now embodied 
in the West European Union and NATO. The 
Russians can hardly be expected to share his 
views, so matters will depend on their willing- 
ness to leave such topics out of discussion, or to 
compromise. 

A willingness to ignore them was suggested 
by their note of invitation of June 7. It proposed 
consideration only of: 1—establishment of diplo- 
matic relations, 2—opening of commercial rela- 
tions through a trade accord, and 3—establish- 
ment of cultural relations. To this agenda, Dr. 
Adenauer has added reunification and the re- 
turn of German prisoners still held by the 
Soviet Union. 

The last item alone could mean trouble since 
Germany claims that 80,000 of its citizens are 
still being held while the Russians put the figure 
at only 12,000. Yet an utter breakdown is not 
expected in view of the new Russian policy of 
easing tensions, and since some formalization of 
German-Russian-relations is all but inevitable. 

Like the editors of the Seuddeutsche Zeitung, 
many Germans are hoping for “a good stroke of 
business” which they believe has been made pos- 
sible by “the steadily expanding absorption ca- 
pacity of the Soviet Union.” The opening of the 
Russian market might well support a continuance 
of Germany’s boom without the risk of growing 
rivalry with Great Britain and others in the ex- 
port market. And the Kremlin may be ready to 
offer this—probably in exchange for a relation- 
ship under which many issues might be adjusted 
by direct dealings with Germany, instead of 
with the Western powers as a group. 

There is reason to believe that when Chancel- 
lor Adenauer discussed his Russian invitation 
with President Eisenhower on June 14 and with 
the Western foreign ministers on June 17, he 
warned that such a proposition is interesting to 
Germany’s new nationalists. A very interesting 
conversation was overheard by a reporter for 
the German weekly Der Spiegel, and then con- 
firmed by Dr. Adenauer. In it, he said: 

Believe me, the danger of German na- 
tionalism is much graver than it is usually 
judged to be. The crisis of European policy 
tends to make the nationalists ever more 
audacious. 

Perhaps the Russians dropped their denuncia- 
tions of “West German militarists and revenge- 
seekers” because of a belief that a friendlier 
policy may wean the Germans from the West. 
The Kremlin is bound to be motivated by self- 
interest which could be served by such a design, 
but which also would profit from a more peace- 
ful atmosphere, Much depends on the attitude of 
the Germans in the next few years. So it may 
be profitable to consider a few more lines from 
Der Spiegel’s report: 

Use the time I am still alive: if I am gone 
it will be too late (Adenauer is quoted). I 
do not know what my successors will do if 
they are left to themselves, if they are not 
bound to follow clearly fixed paths, if they 
are not linked to Europe. 
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‘Summertime’ in Russia 

George Gershwin’s opera, “Porgy and Bess,” 
will be shown in Moscow next season and we're 
already beginning to feel sorry for the music 
critics. 

What will they make of it? Being free from 
modernistic cliches and full of good tunes, it 
conforms quite easily to the official ruling which 
Says that all music should be accessible to the 
people. It also tends to support the Moscow the- 
sis that Negroes in America are downtrodden, 
underprivileged and despised by the whites. 

If the critics take that line, however, they may 
be embarrassed by the opera’s continuing popu- 
larity in the United States and the FBI's com- 
plete indifference to that fact. The jazz ele- 
ments in the score may also pose quite a 
problem. Only yesterday, jazz was regarded as a 
typical example of America’s cultural barbarism. 
The line has shifted, to be sure, but it’s too 
soon to say that the shift is permanent. More- 
over the distinction between “Soviet” and “Cos- 
mopolitan” jazz will require a discrimination that 
only the critic of Pravda is prepared to exercise. 

In short the press critics may be facing an 
ordeal in which musical scholarship will be of 
little help. But if the new era of “relaxed ten- 
sion” allows the opera to be judged on its mer- 
its, we feel certain that the Muscovites will be 
whistling “Summertime” in their showers, come 
next November. 
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Who Was Paul Revere’s Horse? 

The $1,000,000 question is, “Where will it all 
end?” What brings the query up is the phe- 
nomienal success of the television show “The 
$64,000 Question,” which has an estimated audi- 
ence of 47142 million viewers sitting on the edge 
of their seats and gnawing their nails on, as 
Newsweek calls it, “Breathless Tuesday.” 

One of the big appeals of the show is that it 
looks big and costly, whereas it is really small 
and parsimonious—costs its sponsors only $25,000 
a week, compared with an average outlay of 
$35,000 for shows like “I Love Lucy.” ' 

Natural heir of a radio quiz show that worked 
up to the $64 question—$64 being considered 
money in those quaint old days—‘The $64,000 
Question” simply added 000 to a phrase that 
had long since become part of the lingo. The 
frenzy of its success has in turn led to a number 
of side-frenzies. Gamblers in New York and Las 
Vegas bet on whether the winner of the $32,000 
question will go on to the $64,000 question—none 
has yet, though everyone who has applied for 
the $32,000 question has sucteeded in answering 
it. Dr. Bergen Evans, a professor of English at 
Northwestern University, who thinks up the 
questions in his spare time, illustrates the prob- 
able hardness of a $64,000 question by saying it 
might: be en the order of “What was the name 
of Paul Revere’s horse?,” the correct answer 
being “Scheherazade.” 

One of the worst discouragements to tackling 
the $64,000 question is the income tax. Of the 
$32,000 prize the average contestant would have 
to pay Uncle Sam $11,910, of the $64,000 -prize, 
$31,150. How can contestants be induced to take 
the increasing risk for diminishing return? That 
is a question which “The $64,000 Question” has 
béen unable to answer,

particular show seem to have hit the television

The Federal 
Communications Commission once called such 
giveaways lotteries; but as long as the sponsors 
think they are profitable and the viewers think 
they are entertainment, the lush quiz shows ap- 
pear to be here to stay—and there’s no question 
of any denomination about that. 
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Better Use of Street Space 

The Public Service Company’s plan for traffic 
improvement on three main arteries leading to 
the downtown area deserves the most earnest 
attention of city officials. 

This plan, which was announced Sunday, calls 
for the establishment during rush hotirs of ex- 
clusive lanes for busses on the Gravois, Market- 
Vandeventer, and Natural Bridge-North Floris- 
sant arteries. It is also proposed to make ‘the 
two center lanes réversible, so that ayto traffic, 
though losing the curb lane to busses, would 
gain a compensating lane in the center. 

It may be objected that the reservatién of 
public property for the use of privately owned 
busses sets a bad precedent, this being the kind 
of privilege which should be conferred only on 
public agencies. As against this highly theoreti- 
cal consideration, the practical fact must be 
faced that the facilities available for mass tran- 
sit, however owned, are an inseparable part of 
the traffic situation which affects the welfare 
of ali. 

The benefits of reserving a Jane for busses 
would by no means be confined to the Public 
Service Company or to its patrons. If mass 
transit can be made more efficient, fewer per- 
sons will drive private cars downtown, and that 
will help everybody. Those who do drive, fur- 
thermore, should have less congestion to fight. 
In short, a bus lane would be a sensible and 
practical way of making the best possible use of 
existing street space while we are waiting for 
the construction of major expressways and other 
improvements in mass transit. 

But the Public Service Company,.in our opin- 
ion, left one element out of its proposal. It 
might have assured a more favorable reception 
if it had offere@ to bear part of the expense of 
putting the plan into effect. If bus lanes will 
reduce running time by 20 per cent there is 
little question that bus patronage will rise. For 
that increase in revenue the company should be 
willing to make some investment by way of shar- 
ing costs with the city. 
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Getting Doctors to the Small Towns 
It is a matter of simple arithmetic that the es- 
tablishment of a $125,000 fund by the Sears- 
Roebuck Foundation for $25,000 loans to help 
doctors establish themselves.in small communi- 
ties is not going to get a lot of medical men 
into the country in a hurry. Yet the requirement 
of tax-free gifts to this fund by its beneficiaries 
in lieu of interest will slowly build up the 
amount available for loans in later years. 

The arrangement therefore is to be welcomed 
as a demonstration of what may be done by pri- 
vate means to solve the problem of inadequate 
medical care in the rural areas. This project 
could become an example for other trusts with 
funds available for the purpose. The Sears- 
Roebuck plan itself follows the example of com- 
munities which have made such loans, some of 
them even waiving repayment provided a doctor 
remains in the community for a stated period 
of years. 

The question is whether it is-a lack of funds 
which keeps very many young doctors from 
practice outside the big cities. It may cost them 
as much or more to become eStablished in a 
metropolis, but the big city attracts them with 
its extensive hospital facilities, the greater op- 
portunity to specialize, and the promise of more 
paying patients. 

So long as the cities have only a relative over- 
supply of doctors and can employ all who choose 
to serve them, help toward the establishment of 
an outlying practice may not be overly attrac- 
tive. Thus from a sheerly economic point of 
view, a larger number of doctors would insure 
more widespread service. 
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Slaughter on the Highways 

The toll for the three-day Labor day holiday 
now has gone beyond 420 persons killed in auto- 
mobile accidents. This figure exceeds by 20 the 
toll predicted by the National Safety Council and 
the final total undoubtedly will be close to the 
1951 record of 461. The Council estimates that 
for every three persons killed, one other person 
‘will die later of injuries suffered and for every 
fatality there are 32 persons who were injured. 

If 420 persons had died over the weekend as 
the result of an epidemic or in a holocaust, there 
would be consternation today. But since it was 
simply the toll of the highway the loss of 420 
lives is shrugged away by all too maby persons. 
The only remedy would seem to lie in an awak- 
ening consciousness that will require a drastic 
enforcement of traffic laws. 
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Delicate Hints From Canada 

Canada has provided the United States with 
two delicate hints that it is not her obligation to 
follow the leader in foreign relations. 

The latest hint came in an address at the 
University of Rochester by Paul Martin, Cana- 
dian Minister of National Health and Welfare. 
Taking due note of the cultural, economic and 
geographic ties between his country and the 
United States, Martin warned that Canadian con- 
sent on matters of foreign policy should not be 
taken for granted by Americans. 


If this declaration of independence is not clear . 


enough, the Canadian Secretary of State for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, L. B, Pearson, was more specific 
in an address a week ago. Speaking at Vancou- 
ver, Mr. Pearson dealt ‘particularly with the prob- 
lem of how to deal with Red China. _ 

He said he considered it “both unwise and 
Unnecessary to declare that we will never recog- 
nize the present Communist—or indeed any Com- 
munist—government in Peiping.” 

y On the way to this conclusion, the Canadian 
cabinet member said he was suggesting a review 
af the problem, and not “any change of policy 
.. . In a way that would cause bitter contro- 
versy at home and with certain friendly nations.” 

No guesswork is needed to discern what Mr. 
Pearson means ‘by “bitter controversy,” or with 
what “friendly nations.” The United States re- 
fuses to recognize Communist China, and one 
wing of the Republican party has created bitter 
controversy every time the subject has been 
brought up. 

Actually Canadian recognition of Red China 
may be far in the future. But the Canadians are 
not going to be intimidated by pro-Chiang Sen- 
atofs or bound by what Mr. Pearson calls a 
policy based on “irrevocable hostility.” Times 
change and diplomacy should keep pace. 

Hence the hints from Canada are more than 
an expression of independence. They are a 
friendly appeal for the United States to look 
upon issues of foreign policy with a realistic 
eye and an open mind.

The Communists still have it despite our talk of seizing it, writ- 
er argues; West is on defensive because it defends a dying so- 
cial order; fortunately Russia's own advance toward privilege 
makes a change possible—provided we lead the world revolution. 


Joseph H. Spigelman in Harper’s 


Stalin, reporting to the 1934 Congress 
of the All-Union Communist party, tells 
of a conversation with a collective-farm 
leader: 

I: How are you getting on with the 
sowing? 

He: With the sowing, Comrade Stalin? 
We have mobilized ourselves, 


I: Well, and what then” 
He: We have put the question bluntly. 
I: And what next’ 


He: There is a turn, Comrade Stalin; 
soon there will be a turn, 


I: But still? 

He: We can observe some progress. 

I: But for all that, how are you get- 
ting on with the sowing? 

He: Nothing has come of the séwing 
as yet, Comrade Stalin. 


So too with our efforts to seize the 
initiative from the Communists. We 
have mobilized our- 
selves for it; we 
have put the ques- 
tion bluntly; we 
fancy we can ‘see 
some progress. But 
Russia still has the 
initiative. 

It was her newly- 
assumed appear- 
ance of benevolence 
that set the context 
of the recent “meet- 
ing at the summit.” 

It is she who has 
made the proposals 
and appeals that 
seem most to have 
attracted the world’s peoples, however 
little they may have impressed the gov- 
ernments: on the cessation of hostilities 
in Korea and Indochina; on disarma- 
ment and the outlawing of nuclear 
weapons; on the unification and neutral- 
ization of Germany; on the extirpation 
of colonialism; on racial equality; on 
peaceful co-existence. 


Of course, most of these overtures are 
fradulent. But ordinary people are in 
no position to appreciate that. Nor can 
they get very excited about our counter- 
proposals, which have usually been 
complicated, scrupulous, legalistic. And 
so Communism spreads its influence, 
even more effectively now by waging 
peace than previously by war. 


Behind Our Defensive Role 


The major reason for our defensive 
role is that we,are today compelled to 
cover the retreat of a defeated social 
order—not essentially our own social 
order, but one we cannot allow to be 
abruptly destroyed without risking a 
chaos that might involve our own ruin. 

The Communists have the initiative 
because they attack an order already 
defeated. They oppose interests and 
institutions hated and rejected by most 
of the world’s peoples: the colonialism 
of England, France and Holland, and 
the rankling memory of that colonial- 
ism; the racialism of the white man in 
Asia, Africa and Latin America; the 
property rights of feudal landowner and 
village usurer; the policies of the re- 
strictive and exploitative industrialists 
of Europe; the indignities of militar- 
ism and clericalism in Spain and Latin 
America; the corrupt and inefficient 
governments of Bao Dail and Chiang 
Kai-shek, of Arabian sheikdoms and 
Caribbean banana republics: all the 
ruins of a decaying system that can only 
stand because we shore them up. 

So long as we are involved with privi- 
lege, even our economic and technical-

day's crucial front—needs more than 
economic and technical aid: first, the 
will and the power to overcome indo- 


lence, illiteracy, nepotism, corruption, 
obstructive custom, above all the resist- 
ance of privileged groups who stand 
to lose their privileges in a dynamic so- 
ciety; second, the will and the ability 
to mobilize society for constructive 
tasks, to give it an organization to re- 
place that corroded and disrupted by 
industrialism. 


Fortunately, there are forces at work 
tending toward a reversal of roles, to- 
ward giving us the initiative and putting 
the Soviet empire on the defensive. 

There is unmistakable evidence, first 
of all, that Russia is losing its old ability 
to disengage freely from hobbling com- 
mitments. The present leadership can- 
not treat the Chinese Communists with 
the sovereign disdain that Stalin re- 
served for his foreign dependents. 


The Soviet government is less free, 
too, in dealing with the people of Rus- 
sia and the satellites. 


Still more significant is the fact that 
Communism is gradually acquiring its 
own privileged status. As Communist 
power has grown and matured, it has 
moved toward hierarchy and establish- 
ment. 


Red Success Its Own Nemesis 


As Russian power expands, more and 
more people will get to know, either as 
victims or onlookers, the price it exacts 
for its supposed benefits. Its very suc- 
cess can be its Nemesis. 


But only if America is able to exploit 
this development. Fortunately, there is 
increasing potentiality for doing so. 
The waning of imperialism, racialism 
and other forms of Western privilege 
does not give us the initiative—rather 
the reverse, as we have seen—but it 
does prepare the ground for it. The en- 
trenched positions of army and church 
have been breached and only isolated 
fortresses, notably in Latin America, 
still hold qut. And as for racialism, the 
only major form of privilege in which 
America itself is still directly involved, 
the situation is fast ripening for a de- 
cisive break with the past. 


Way to Survive in Freedom 


The more closely Negroes approach 
equality with whites, the more point- 
less will the continued adherence to 
white supremacy become; until at last 
we can repudiate in total practice, and 
not merely formally and officially, mani- 
festations of privilege in whatever form. 


This will mean requiring of our states 
that they set definite deadlines for out- 
lawing the vestiges of racial segrega- 
tion; it will mean pressing our allies and 
dependencies—under threat of sanc- 
tions for noncompliance—to set definite 
deadlines for a piecemeal liquidation of 
the vestiges of empire. 


It will mean withdrawing our support 
from governments that rest on privilege 
—Franco’s regime and that of the South 
African Nationalists, for example. 


It will mean ceasing to rely on privi- 
leged groups and institutions—on estab- 
lished churches, on military castes, on 
corrupt bureaucracies, on obsolete prop- 
erty rights—as repositories of strength 
in the struggle against Communism. 

We can survive in freedom not by 
opposing the world revolution, which 
will continue to run its course whatever 
we or the Russians may do about it, 
but by taking the leadership of that 


. revolution out of their hands and exer- 


cising it ourselves.

Between Book Ends 


Hitchhiker to the Yukon 


HIGHWAY TO THE NORTH, by Frank Iilingworth, 
(Philosophical Library, 290 pgs., $7.50.) 
While in his London bath brooding 

over the regimentation that ultimately 
“drops one neatly into a numbered slot,” 
Frank Illingworth decided to hitchhike 
the length of the Alaskan Highway and 
proceed from there to Kotzebue near 
the Bering Straits. “What did the final 
objective matter,” he says, “so long as 
one broke the swing of prosaic move- 
ment?” 


The resulting account is so many 
things at once that it cannot be precise- 
ly identified.. It is one man’s diary of 
his travels. It is the story of a road, a 
rambling textbook, a sociological study 
of white man and Eskimo. It is further 
a repository. of 
snowboupd folk-lore 
and a vehicle for 
Illingworth’s private 
philosophy. Assem- 
bled, it is a sort of 
literary smorgas- 
bord of dishes gen- 
erally palatable. 

The emphasis 
rests upon the in- 
troduction of a mul- 
titude of diverse 
personalities clus- 
tered for one reason 
or another around 
the Alaskan high- 
way. No two are 
alike, even on the surface. None are 
examined in depth. 


Illingworth frequently plucks forth 
philosophical nuggets and some of these 
assay high. Here's one: “Killing for 
sport is, to me, just a reflection of the 
pleasure mankind gets from: vandalism 
. « - & mirror of the dark lust to let 
blood.” He weighs the material prog- 
ress which the white man has brougnt 
to the North against the dubious moral 
code which he has introduced. 


First-hand accounts of the original 
gold rush emphasize the elemental, 
primitive harshness of the land and the 
people. The author's central assertion 
is that Alaska and the Yukon are still 
frontier. As “frontierness” is a matter 
of degree and definition, the point is dif- 
ficult to establish. 


Illingworth investigates bush flying, 
mining, crime, wildlife, and eventually 
assembles a prodigious collection of per- 
sonal experiences, statistics and trivia. 
No detail escapes his nétice. No obser- 
vation is too broad to be made. The 
book is based on the same principle as 
painting’s “pointillism” in that its count- 
less spots of color are intended to fuse 
into a single, comprehensive picture. 


With superior technique, Britisher 
Illingworth might have “brought it off.” 
His presentation is in the manner of off- 
hand conversation, in this case rather 
disjointed for reading purposes. Ex- 
tracting the dialogue from the body of 
the paragraphs, as is customary, might 
ane made the text less cluttered, easier 
Oo scan. 


“Highway” is studded with quotes 
from Robert W. Service, who once wrote, 
“For this is the law of the Yukon, that 
only the fit survive.” This is also the 
law of authorship. Illingworth faces 
it bravely, but leaves the verdict uncer- 
tain. ROBERT FRIEDMAN.

“There has been no pause or 
letdown in the vigorous post- 
war growth of the churches.” 
said Dr. Benson Y. Landis, edi- 
tor of the council's yearbook, in 
which the new figures are to 
be published this month. 

“The awsome destructive 
power of atomic energy 
have something to do with it,” 
he continued. “But beyond 
ascribing membership increases 
to such known factors as un- 
usually high birth rates, accel- 
erated evangelism on the part 
of the churches and _ shifting 
population trends from city to 
suburbs, it is difficult to point 
to cauges.” 

28° Pct. Rise Over 1953. 

The council's figures show 
that church membership is 
growing faster than the popu- 
lation of the country. Most of 
the current church figures are 
for 1954. The rise over 1953 is 
2,639,766 or 2.8 per cent. In the 
same period the population rose 
1.7 per cent. 

The council is an organiza- 
tion of 30 Protestant and East- 
ern Orthodox bodies, but its 
vearbook statistics cover all 
American churches, which now 
have’a total of 300,056 congre- 
getions, 5597 more than in 1953 

More than $2,000,000,000 are 
given annually to churches. 
the council reported, and 
church construction in 1954 hit 
a record high, amounting to 
£588,000,000. This was 25 per 
cent more than a year ago

chard. On each side of the 
doorway of his four-room house 
he planted an apple tree; they 
have attained a great size now, 
and one was full of fruit. Ever 
so often I heard the thud of a 
falling apple.

LEADING UP to the door is 
the original arbor; it is covered 
with Virginia creeper now, but 
I'm sure there were grapevines 
there in his day. Sister Blan- 
dina tells how he trained pear 
trees and grapevines to inter- 
twine on a trellis, the fruit 
hung down together. He urged 
all his young missionaries to 
plant fruit trees wherever they 
went, so that the Mexicans 
might learn to supplement their 
starchy diet. 

He particularly loved the 
tamarisk, and there are still 
tamarisks against the side of 
the house. The old locust trees 
are not long for this world; they 
have grown immensely tall and 
spindly. 

We had lunch at the Bishop's

BALI, Indonesia. 

E waited two hours at the 
W airport in Djarkarta before 

we left for Bali. First it 
was a faulty fuel tank. Then 
our pilot agreed to show us vol- 
canoes on the way down, and 
that apparently meant another 
change of plans; so we ate our 
lunch in the airport restaur- 
ant. 

It seems to me that many 
people enjoy coming and mere- 
ly sitting in the airport. I saw 
whole families sitting around 
the tables, sipping cold drinks 
and enjoying life with no ap- 
parent concern about departure. 
Many people come to meet 
planes and to see people off, 
which makes me realize that in 
our busy lives at home we may 
not realize that we should take 
time out to meet people when 
they come to our country from 
distant lands.

THE SCENERY on our flight 
was most interesting, varying 


from rice paddies to mountains. 
True to his promise, our pilot 
circled six volcanoes and gave 
us very good views of the crat- 
ers. One or two had had fires 
burning in them, and several 
have been active not too long 
ago. Not since I was a child 
and looked down into Mount 
Vesuvius in Italy, with my fa- 
ther reassuring me, have J] had 
such a good view of a volcano. 

We arrived in Bali when it 
was already dark, but a charm- 
ing woman representing the 
Governor of this province met us 
and helped us to make our plans 
for our stay. Her husband is the 
assistant to the Governor, and 
we had dinner with the Gov- 
ernor and this charming couple. 
We are moving to a village this 
morning where many painters 
live and will be in a Balinese 
house, which is certainly more 
interesting than any hotel could 
be. 

The Governor told me that he 
has 5,000,000 people in his care. 


In Indonesia as a whole, literacy 
is only about seven per cent, 
but here in Bali they have free 
primary schools. They not only 
write their own language in their 
own characters but learn our 
letters as well; and they say that 
60 per cent of the people are 
literate. For secondary and jun- 
ior high they pay a fee, and of 
course anyone going to a uni- 
versity pays.

éé HE vegetable way of life 
T teaches us to live in 
harmony with the law 
of life.” That's a quotation from 
the President of the: Interna- 
tional Vegetarian Union. The 
members have been convention- 
ing in Paris. 

There is no place where vege- 
tables are treated with more re- 
spect, but somehow I cannot 
imagine eating a purely vege- 
table meal in France. I fear 
that harmony in the family 
would be slightly disrupted if 
the man of the house were 
served Only vegetables for that 
important mid-day meal. I fear 
that he would omit his custom- 
ary journey from his office to 
his home af noon if this were 
the case. 


* . * 

FOR SOME REASON, or rea- 
sons, which the vegetarians are 
always ready to expound they 
seem to believe that there is a 
spiritual as well as a health 
value in omitting meat from 
the diet. Scientific research has 
proved that meat is particularly 
valuable in furnishing the large 
part of the protein that we need 
daily. 

Most vegetarians. fortunately 
allow milk, eggs and cheese, al- 
though these are all animal 
foods, to be included in their 
diet pattern. It would be dif- 
ficult to get the protein essen- 
tial for good health on a pure- 
ly vegetable diet, even when 
dried beans, peas and lentils 
are included. Medical author- 
ities recommend the omission of 
meat only in one or two con- 
ditions of disease. 

Of course, at this season when 
80 many vegetables are of fine 
quality and cheaper than at any 
other time of year we should 
make the most of them. Almost 
everyone enjoys fried tomatoes. 
A reader has asked for a re- 
printing of my great grand- 
mother Michael's recipe.

Wash, peel and cut tomatoes 
in quarter-inch slices. Dredge 
with seasoned flour. Melt but- 
ter or bacon fat in heavy fry-

transfer to another pan. Add 
more fat when necessary. When 
all slices are brown, stir to- 
gether with a wooden spoon 
until well mixed.

School at Age 10

HAT does the typical 10-year-old like about school? 
W wens is he good at? Well, to begin with, he likes to 
start the day with a story, preferably one that his 
teacher reads or tells. But he also likes to tell stories of 


—~ his own, about things he 


has seen or heard or read 
about. In fact, he is apt to 
talk on and on and is quite 
likely to run his favorite 
subject into the ground. 
Talking is, indeed, one of 
his favorite activities, and 
some children we have 
known plan to come to 
school on Saturday just 
so they can sit and talk. 

Ten likes ‘to read too, 
and a reading period be- 
fore lunch can be a good 


aw wid 
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way for him to relax. 

Even at this relatively mature age, a child’s attention 
span is short, and he needs a certain amount of liberty to 
move about the room. Some note-passing is to be expected, 
and is a further expression of restlessness. 

Ten takes his studies in his stride, but he has specific 


preferences. He loves spot geography. For instance, he 
knows the 48 states and their capitals, but he is vague 
about government, crops, soil. He is.good at placing states, 
rivers, mountains, cities, oceans, on a map. 

He loves to take dictation, though his handwriting is 
often loose and sloppy, less precise than at nine. 

And he really loves to memorize. He masters long 
poems such as Paul Revere and recites them with good 
expression. It is probable that 10-year-olds would do better 
in school if more time were devoted to memorizing and 
less to thinking. For the average 10-year-old does not have 
a very penetrating mind. He doesn’t generalize well. He 
doesn't put things together well. He likes to learn facts, 
but he doesn’t care about putting them together. He likes 
acquiring knowledge, but he is not, as a rule, too much 
interested in what you can do with that knowledge. 

In short, he likes to talk and listen more than to work. 
He responds better to oral and pictorial stimuli than to 
written. And he is better at memorizing than at figuring 
things out. 

His teacher does not need to worry too much about 
these inabilities, because added age, probably more than 
anything specific that she can do, will remedy these 
deficiencies.

Ideas on Planning a Specific Room 


Each Part Should Be Chosen in Relation to the Whole; 'Rule of Three’ Used by Decorators

When you have decided on 
the colors for the large areas of 
wall, ceiling, and floor, then 
you can move on to more spe- 
cific details. The fabrics to be 
used, their color, texture, and 
pattern. 

Decorators have long been 
fond of the Rule of Three. This 
permits the average-sized room 
to have plain fabrics combined 
with print and with texture. 

Or texture with print and 
geometric weave. The methods 
of working out such schemes 
are shown in the following 
treatments, and illustrated in 
the larger accompanying draw- 
ings. 

1. In this sketch a large-pat- 
tern toile-type print has been 
used for a slip-cover on the 
chair. A modern geometric pat- 
tern is to be used for the dra- 
peries. This scheme is suitable 
for a modern or traditional- 
style room or for one that com-

bines both. 
2. Strictly modern is this 
small chair, yet the _ fabric 


scheme can also be used with 
traditional furniture. The chair 
is upholstered in a homespun- 
texture material with a glint 
of metallic thread to add 
sparkle. 

The simple block-design wall- 
paper repeats one of the same 
colors and adds other colors as 
well. The second color of the 
wallpaper is chosen in a lighter 
shade for the drapery fabric of 
smooth-surface material. 

This smooth fabric will con- 
trast more effectively with the 
texture and pattern of the 
chair and the wall. The floor 
is of polished wood in. wide- 
width planks. 

3. Striped fabric makes slip- 
covers with the addition of a 
plain fabric for the box-pleated 
corner flounce. 

This same fabric is used to 
line the draperies and to make 
the valance above the gay all- 
over print. One of the colors 
of the print has been used for 
the wall color, and all the colors 
are repeated in the braided 
rug. 

This scheme may be used in 
traditional or modern rooms. 

4. A large wing chair has a 
sister-print fabric plarmed to re- 
peat the same flowers as on the 
wallpaper.

Damp Basement. 

HERE are just about as 

many remedies for damp 

and leaky basements as 
there are for the common cold. 
A very effective and inexpen- 
sive treatment where you have 
got a dampness problem rather 
than serious leaks is to coat the 
walls of the basement with ce- 
ment plaster. The masonry sur- 
faces must be free from paint 
or other finishes and should be 
gone over with a stiff wire 
brush to remove any loose mat- 
ter as well as dirt. If you have 
poured concrete walls and they 
are very smooth, best roughen 
them up with a cold chisel and 
hammer. 


A mixture of Portland-cement 
and water mixed to the consist- 


ency of thick paint should be 
brushed over the walls and over 
this you trowel on a one-quar- 
ter-iInch coat of cement plaster 
made with one part cement and 
two parts sand. It’s important 
that you use fine clean sand in 
this mix. If the sand is very 
coarse or contains a good deal 
of dirt and foreign matter, the 
final result may not be all that 
should be expected. Trowel the 
plaster onto the wall before the 
coat of cement and water that 
was applied first has had a 
chance to dry. Leave this first 
coat of plaster sort of rough 
for this will help the second 
coat to get a good bond. Keep 
the cement-plaster covered with 
damp burlap until it is hard and 
then apply the second coat 
using the same mixture—one 
part Portland-cement to two 
parts clean fine sand. This coat 
should be about one-quarter- 
inch thick and can be smoothed 
out to a nice flat surface. Keep 
covered and damp for about 10 
days.

Sometimes the 
material is exactly the same 
scale as the paper; sometimes it 
differs. 

Sometimes the same fabric 
combines a stripe or an all- 
over design to be used with 
another fabric with widely 
spaced bouquets. One fabric 
may be used for slipcovers, the 
other for draperies; or one may 
be used on the couch, and the 
other on the accompanying 
chairs. 

To return to the 
shown here, plain fabric has 
been used for draperies, re- 
peating the colors found in the 
print in the main color and the 
pleated edge ruffle. The color 
of the flower has been used 
for the painted woodwork of the 
baseboard, door and window 
framing.

dining section could have a 
chartreuse rug and large orna- 
mental plants across the win- 
dow embrasure. 

The wall would be papered 
with a textured wallpaper 
showing both cocoa and char- 
treuse. Lacquer brown furni- 
ture would make a change from 
the blond oak of the living 
room. 

If a kitchen had wood cabi- 
nets of birch, then birch furni- 
ture could be used for the din- 
ing section. The walls of the 
dining part could be painted 
the same color as the walls of 
the kitchen'section, but the pat- 
tern of the floor color could 
be reversed. For instance, if 
the kitchen part had a border 
of red on a beige block floor, 
then in the dining part the 
border would be beige and the 
blocks red.

Theres a Revolution in Hats in Paris 
Carmel Snow Reports Real Change in Collections, With Accent on Cloche

authoritative preview of the 
Paris fashion openings. 


PARIS, Sept. 6 

OR the first time in years 
F we have come to a turning 

point in hat fashion. Hats 
are in a period of revolution. In 
revolutions, people fight des- 
perately for or against. Broader 
shoulders call for a more bulky, 
larger hat. The straighter the 
silhouette, the larger the hat. 

To put over a real change in 
hats, many of the designers 
have purposely exaggerated 
their creations with an audacity 
marked with courage. The small 
tiny object we have been wear- 
ing will become a bore. There is 
accent on the cloche. This {is 
news. For two seasons Balenci- 
aga has been preparing us for 
this; his tulle cloche last season 
was an approach. There are 
rather tight cloches, as they 
were in the years that followed 
the first World War. But there 
are much larger cloches which 
emphasize the shoulders. 

Balenciaga shows also real 
Queen Mary toques with a de- 
finite 1956 look. These may 
have the top in black seal with 
a wide band of white ermine all 
around, or the toque might be 
in a satiny green felt — the 
green of an emerald or lighter, 
but in each case the band of 
ermine around the toque is al- 
most three inches. There are 
high toques worn back on the 
head suggesting 1920. 

One exaggerated, but won- 
derful Balenciaga cloche, in 
chalk white felt, has a crown 
almost like a skull cap: set onto 
the crown is an immense cloche- 
brim, worn so you only see the 
eyes. It frames the face, and 
we will find in wearing it, even 
if it seems strange to our eyes 
now, that we will recover much 
of a lost mystery and charm. 
The only place the bulky hat 
does not look right is in the 
evening. 

Dior’s hats have height, are 
larger and give equilibrium to 
his silhouette. His turbans are 
thrilling and very new. There 
is a definite Turkish influence. 
Dior shows what are perhaps 
the youngest hats in Paris, hats 
of the materi& of the suit, look- 
ing like the berets Canadian 
soldiers wear. He also shows 
many sailor hats. 

Fath’s hats are a delight, not 
exaggerated, but following the 
new line.
